This bill, if enacted, will provide that the Hamilton County courts

of general session, probate and all state trial courts be divided into

specific divisions according to population from single member divisions.

The county legislative body will apportion the general session courts and

the general assembly will apportion the state trial courts.

The fiscal impact from enactment of this bill is estimated to be a

not significant increase in local government expenditures for changes in

election procedures.
